Consequently, my approach 
to my office is worked out to 
aveld traffic as well as po#- 
sible violence that can always 
result from irresponsible dem-~- 
onstrators, the Saigon version 
of America's Vietniks, 

1 had been expecting visitors 
for dinner tonight, but I did 
not hear from them until they 
‘phoned about nine p.m. to say 
that they had seen dem- 
onstrations in the streets ahead 
so they had turned around and 
gone home, 


MY APARTMENT HERE ts 
on an inalde court and I can 
not hear street noises, but I 
decided to go down and move 
my car from its usual nightly 
parking place inthe main square 
on Tu-Do Street, formerly Rue 
Catinat under the French, 

Hotel employees were stand. 
ing in the large open foyer look- 
ing out toward the square, which 
was filled with white untformed 
elty police and helmeted Viet- 
namese troops who were Just 
finishing dispersing young 
demonstrators. 

I started up my car and moved 
slowly away from the curb 
through the police while turning 
sharply to the right to get Into 
the narrow street directly in 
front of the hotel and leading 
to Hotel Brink, next door to 


the north, 
The Brink is an American 
army billet, and thus under 


heavy guard, The military park. 
ing lot in front of it, to which 
I have access, was already 
full, so I parked my car up 
on the sidewalk across the 
street from the hotel and right 
next to the old Opera House, 
used for awhile after 1954 as 
the National Assembly, 


Then I returned to the square 
next to the Opera House to 
watch continuing dispersal of 
demonstrators, by now a block 
away, While there the young 
son of local friends, who works 
for Raymond - Morrison - Knu 
dsen walked up, While waiting 
for the RMK pickup to come 
by to take him to his job at 
the port he had been caught 
in waves of tear-gas used a 
few minutes earlier on the dem- 
onstrators, He said that his 
eyes burned and that his head 
ached. 


BY NOW THE TROOPS were 
reassembling to move else- 
where. Most of them carried 
heavy, woven ratan shields 
about two feet in diameter to 
ward off stones and bricks. They 
were helmeted and alsocarried 
Dilly” clubs, 

Other troops were armed with 
earbines and pistols tf more 
force should be necessary.

Givral, the American-style 
hamburger restaurant on the 
corner, was filled with people 


who appeared to be more 
interested Ineating than watch- 
ing the street. The management 


had taken the precaution to 
draw the heavy steel grill- 
work across the entrance, Be- 


cause of the tropical heat here 
there is no door, as such, 

Next door the Eden passage, 
an arcade, usually full of shop- 
ers or people going to or coming 
from the Eden Cineme, in the 
Passage, Was also closed off 
by a heavy grill, and the theater 
appeared to be closed, 

THE DINING ROOM of the 
Continental Palace Hotel, where 
I live, was completely deserted 
and the grills were drawnalong 
the side facing Tu-Do Street, 
There was still a hand-full 
of Americans in the open bar 
lounge facing the square, 

So, all«in-all, it was a pie- 
ture of the heart of a city 
alert to the danger of trouble, 
and discreet people were 
staying home. 

I was ‘discreet’ this evening 
and had dinner in my apartment 
rather than risk a grenade tos. 
sed my direction from the street 
outside, 

TOMORROW IS ANOTHER 
day, but I shall take a different 
route to the affice to avoid 
squares where trouble ts most 
likely to occur, 


I had occasion to be In the 
neighborhood of the Victoria 
Hotel, an American Army billet 
the same afternoon of the attack 
which killed six, Laborers were 
still sweeping and shovelling 
debris most of the ten floors 
facing the street, 

Walls and windows of lower 
floors had been completely 
blown out, as you may already 
have seen in the New’s Mag. 
azines, 

Houses and store fronts 
across the street were wrecked 
and the heavy clay tiles with 
which most Chinese - style 
buildings are roofed were scat- 
tered in disorder or flung into 
the street. 

As usual in such terrorist 
attacks there are a number of 
the local people killed and 
wounded, As a rule, however, 
the targets are Americans and 
local people are the Incidental 
casualties of such attacks, 

Aside from major attaks 
such as the one on the Vice 
toria, most of the so-called 
terrorist episodes are local 
affairs and frequently no more 
than some jealous husband or 
boy-friend getting even with 
hi wife or girl-friend, and 
boy friend, by tossinga 
in their general ee

standers, 
I could comment on many 


aspects of life here, but you 
already have read more than 
I could find time to write,

Although precautions are 
taken against Incidents, people 
Americans and Vietnamese 
alike go about their business 
in much the same manner as 
you do at home. 

There is no time lost tn 
being apprehensive about 
trouble that may never occur 
in a given place, or for any- 
one tn particular, 

I can conclude by saying that 
the news stories I used to read 
‘state ~ side ”’ caused much 
more apprehension than ts felt 
here, and caused many people 
to shake their heads in doubt 
when Lannounced my Intention to 
return to Slagon. 

SO FAR AS the domestic 
political situation ts concerned, 
you are probably better in- 
formed on that through press 
reports from Stagon than I am 
in Saigon. 

I simply can’t find time to 
read more than the local head- 
lines, 

My only comment is that 
Generaly Ky has proved to be 
much more effective than had 
been expected of a military 
man and especially of a man 
so young and tnexpertenced in 
government, He is well 
regarded, and I feel is doing 
only what he can do ina country 
whose electorate is tired from 
twenty-five years of war, and 
in general un-schooled and un- 
trained in exercising a vote 
and a volce in national pole 
ities, 

It’s late and I must close. 
Please remember me to my 
*rlends tn Upland, If you would 
care to scan them for some 
unique news {tems I am mailing 
two recent issues of Slagon 
papers to my son Bod, I am 
sure he would be pleased to 
lend them to you,

Maybe it is time, however, 
that the farmers take a closer look at 
the value received for the dollar spent 
Perhaps it is time that agriculture 
spends money for an independent, un- 
biased evaluation of the merits of in- 
dustry-wide advertising versus brand 


advertising. Farmers are continually 
evaluating the production of their live 


stock. orchards, and fields in order to 

maintain the most efficient and econo- 
mical production. Isn't it time that 
they evaluated their promotion efforts 
through industry advertising pro- 
grams?

A Special Kind of Family Needed 
For This Special Kind Of ‘Job’ 


Is your family a special kind 
of family -- one that can ace 
cept an unrelated child for a 
temporary period as your own 
and make him or her feela part 
of your family? 

This decision should not be 
made in an instant, either af. 
firmatively or negatively. Bee 
ing a foster family is an enter- 
prise that requires a great deal 
of thought and discussion within 
your family. Foster parent- 
hood is no easy task; in fact, if 
anything, it is a thankless job, 
and one which offers very little 
monetary recompense. On the 
credit side, however, there are 
the satisfactions of giving to a 
child who needs help, of allowe 
ing him to share your family 


and home life, and of knowing 
that this child may long cherish 
and remember the experience 
be was able to have because of 
you. 

Who are these children? They 
are the children whose parents 
for some reason are unable to 
care for them and who need 
temporary homes until the situ- 
ation is remedied. They need 
parents who cangive them care, 
affection, understanding, ac- 
ceptance, and parents who can 
give them up, when the proper 
time comes, They are not with- 
out problems because any child 
deprived of his parents or ne- 
glected or abused by his parents 
will be a troubled chiki.

During March there 
were 257 requests for foster 
homes. In March 1965, there 
were 146 requests, The need 
for foster homes and foster 
parents who are willing to make 
sacrifices is a vital one, be.

ing; but this rise is also sub. 
Stantial, 


To provide care for an une 
related child, California law 
Tequires that the family be li. 
censed, The County Welfare 
Department is authorized to 


issue licenses and supervise 
homes in which standards are 
met. 


Faster parents should be at 
least 21 years old, married for 
at least three years, have an 
income sufficient to meet their 
own needs, and in good health 


and young enough to work hap- 
pily with children,

‘Montclair ‘Lands’ Biggest 


‘Shopping Center In County 


By WALT ORVIS 


Call it big, huge, or what 
will you. It doesn’t have a 
name yet, but it is big, and 
the effect on Montclair will 
be even bigger. 

‘It?’ is the regional shop- 
ping center on which some de- 
tails have become public. 

Start with 117 acres of land. 
Then add some 1 million square 
feet of buildings, including 
Broadway, May Company, and 
two other major department 
stores, plus a bank, restaurant, 
and a host of other stores and 
shops. 

There were 87 pages of do- 
cuments recorded in San Ber- 
nardino Friday that set forth 
some details and the stores 
and developers released some 
other information at a ‘‘lease 
signing’? the day before the 
documents were recorded. 

THE NAMES of Broadway 
and May Company have been 
rummored and discussed for 
more than a year, but both 
have signed for purchases of 
the land on which they will 
build and on the mutual agre- 
ements controlling the center. 

They are the only major 
stores that have officially sign- 
ed. Ernest Hahn, principal in 
Montclair Associates and 
Ernest Hahn, Inc., general 
contractors, speaks of the third 
and fourth department stores. 
speaks of the third and fourth 
department stores, 

Tim More of Coldwell, Bank- 
er and Company’s downtown Los 
Angeles office, which is handle 
ing all the leasing, says the 
response and acceptance to the 
center is so good that it’s a 
matter of selection, getting the 
right stores and shops in the 
right place. 

IT’S NOT ‘sold out’’ but 
Moore indicated there are more 
tenants wanting to get in than 
can be handled. 

Moore is, however, continu. 
ing to seek contact with and 
to negotiate with all who want 
space in the center, which will 
be the largest in this county, 
with three major stores facing 
onto an enclosed mall. 

Specialty shops will occupy 
four other structures facing 
onto the mall, 197,370 square 
feet in all, including 2 30,000 
square-foot mezzanine. 


This is approximately the 
way the square footage adds up: 

Broadway, three-story main 
store with 144,804 square feet, 
with about 290 frontage on the 
mall, with 6,413 square foot 
TBA store closer to Central. 
(TBA is tires, batteries and 
accessories, or an automotive 
store-shop.) 

May Company, two-story 
building — 147,500 square 
feet plus a 6,000-square foot 
TBA store on Monte Vista, the 
main store having about 250 
feet of frontage on the mall. 

‘“‘Third department store’’, 
156,390 square feet, with 179 
feet frontage, and a 10,000- 
square-foot TBA building on 
what is now the southeast corner 
of Monte Vista and San Jose. 

ALTHOUGH J, C. PENNEY 
Company is listed in the joint 
agreements, the firm has not 
signed the agreement, but Pen- 
neys’ size is set at 156,390 
square feet by the documents 
recorded, if Penneys does de- 
cide to actually become part 
of the center. 

The bank on Moneno 300 feet 
east of Monte Vista would oc- 
cupy 6,000 square feet. A res- 
taurant on Moreno just west 
of Central is shown as a 7,000- 
square - foot building. 

South of the main stores, 
which measure nearly a quarter 
of a mile from one end to the 
other, the plan shows four other 
buildings, a 13,500-square-foot 
theater; a 20,000 square foot 
music store, a two-story, 
44,000 square foot furniture 
store, and shops adding up to 
27,000 square feet. These would 
back up to the Freeway, where 
Fremont now deadends. 

Wallich’s Music City was 
mentioned by name in the re- 
corded documents, but informa- 
tion given the Tribune by the 
Hahn and Moore indicated that 
the store has not signed an 
agreement to become part of 
the center. 

HAHN SAID that when the 
main part of the center is 
built, he will also build stores 
and shops totaling 75,000 square 
feet on the north side of Moreno 
backing up to what will become 
an extension of Olive St, west 
of Central, with parking infront. 

On the plan general des- 
ignations are used, ‘Shops, 
Drugs, Market,” with nonames 


mentioned. 


On the west portion of the 
18 acres north of Moreno a 
144,616 - square - foot store 


building is shown on the plan, 
without a name. 

In a release « the center, 
Hahn said about the ‘‘third’’ 
and ‘‘fourth’”’ stores, ‘*Two ad 
ditional major department 
stores are als inder negotiae 
tion for the center.”’ 

THE CENTER will have the 
name of Montclair in its title, 
and tentative designations have 
included plaza and mall, but in 
making details jublic, Hahn, 
Geoffrey Swaebe, president of 
May Company California, and 
W,. Earl Miller, president of 
Broadway Department Stor 
told the Tribune and Montclair 
officials that the name had not 
been established, 

The center is a project of 
Montclair Associates, which in- 
cludes, according to the ree 
corded documents, Ernest W, 
Hahn, Inc., and Ernest W, Hahn 
Building Associates of Hawe- 
thorne as general partners; and 
Hast Corporation of Hawthorne 
and W. R, Hayden of San Ma- 
rino as me artners, 

Site preparations and mall 
shor ‘sneeiiie tion will be car- 
ried out by Ernest W, Hahn, 
Inc., general contractors. Wel- 
ton Becket amd Associates pre- 
pared the master plan for the 
center and will design the May 
Company Store, 

CHARLES LUCKMAN & A&- 
sociates has been selected - 
the architects for the Broadway, 
while Burke, Kober & Nicolais 
will design the mall and spe- 
cialty shops. 

Hahn called construction of 
644,700 square feet in the main 
73eacre center the initial de- 
velopment, construction of the 


‘fourth’ major department 
store north of Moreno the se- 
cond. 


“A third stage of develop- 
ment involving the remaining 45 
acres of land adjacent will be 
started in late 1968 amd will be 
devoted to institutiona! and of- 
fice building use.” 

Construction is expected to 
begin late this year on the cen- 
ter with the completion f the 
first major units scheduled for 
the spring of 1968, the develope 
er said. 

Among the attributes of the 


center, in addition to the en- 
closed mall, Hahn said “Ex. 
tensive landscaping will beaue 
tify the center, both around key 
buildings and onthe mall as well 
as in the extensive parking lots 
which will provide spaces for 
5,300 cars. 

Hahn had strong praise for 
the close cooperation he and his 
associates have received from 
city officials during the 18 
months of negotiations leading 
to establishment of the center. 

MONTCLAIR ASSOCIATES 
acquired the interests in the 
center held by Hunter Penn, 
who first announced plans for 
such a center, and began the ne- 
gotiations that Hahn has con- 
summated, 

Hahn said, in addition to 
Mayor Ernie Rowley, the other 
councilmen, Jerry Van Andel, 
Harold Hayes, Leonard Soper 
and Robert Lock were to be 
“commended for their under- 
standing of development prob- 
lems and their willingness to 
cooperate in bringing the pro. 
ject to rapid completion.’’ 

Rowley, Hayes, Soper and 
Van Andel attended the lease 
signing ceremony at the offices 
of Broadway in Los Angeles, 
where the Tribune took pic- 
tures of the principals and 
city officials and discussed the 
center with them. 

Rowley estimated that Monte 
clair will receive from $400,- 
000 to $600,000 sales tax annu- 
ally from the center during the 
first few years of operation. 


Monday night City Couneil 
set a hearing for April 16 on 
vacation of portions of San Jose 
and Fremont, 


Some site preparation work 
may begin after July 1, such as 
clearing the land. One orange 
grove on the land is under the 
control of the farmer who has 
rights to the crop until July 1.
